and soil are well adapted to the vine and 
that any one of a dozen excellent vaiieties 
can be successfully grown here. 


The gentleman referred to by Mr. Mills 


in his opening address, who said he had 
two olive trees loaded with ftuit coaxing 
him for sixteen years to set out an olive 
orchard, is paralelled on a hundred ranches 
in this State where Concord and Catawba 
vines bear abundantly right along year 
after year, with little or no attention and 
no sign of a failure; and yet with an 
immense cash market ready to buy every 
pound that is offered there probably has 
never been a pound escorted from the 
Pt te. 


The impression prevails among our 


people that because Nevada's more frosty 
Winters will not permit of oar raising the 
raisin nnd the other semi-tropical grapes 
which have made California famous,^ that 
we can do nothing in that line. 
Such is 


very far from the truth. 
California has 


anything bnt a monopoly of the grape 
business of the country. 
New York, New 


Jersey, Ohio and others in the north and 
nearly all of the southern states compete 
with her successfully in both fruit and 
wine. An immense territory which lies 
much nearer to Nevada than it does to 
Ohio goes there for a large part of its table 
grapes and hundreds of carloads are sent 
annually into Montana, Idaho, Dakota, 
Colorado, Western Kansas, and Nebraska 
and even into Oregon, every pound of 
which are of \arietiea which can be grown 
auccessfally in this climate. 


While the answers to inquiries sent out 


hare not been as general as was desired 
yet enough has been learned to prove 
beyond all donbt that such fruit can be 
grown in quantities sufficient to make it a 
valuable addition to our industries, offering 
profitable employment to a large class of 
people. At the same time if there should 
be any qnestion of labor to handle the 
crop, the hinds from the Pmte reservation, 
which ore shipped over the mountains 
every year to aid in picking hops, could be 
called in. As to qnality H is n well known 
fact that all fruits large and small have a 
much finer flavor and greater excellence in 
every way when grown in a climate which 
has a season of frost than where the climate 
is negative and uniform. The berries, 
apples, plums and fruits of all kinds which 
are imported cannot compare with the 
home production, and the Catawba and 
Concord gropes grown here are as much 
superior to the Mission and Muscats from 
over the mountains as apple is to pnm.kin. 


The Controller's report for last year 


gives figures from the Connty Assessor's 
reports which show that there are forty 
thousand grape vines in this State, which 
should be enough to show that they can be 
grown to advantage but the result of 
closer inquiry shows that the country 
everywhere, except in the higher altitudes, 
is particularly well adapted to this industry 
and that it aflords exceptionally good 
opportunities for those who will go into it 
more extensively. 


J. T. Read, of Franktown, 
said in 


a personal interview with the writer: 


"I think the land composed of volcanic 


dust, which is so common in Nevada, 
would be the finest grape soil to be found 
anywhere. I have secured a place and 
intend to try it." 


D. 0. Wheelersaid: "I have two Catawba 


vines at the Towle ranch, a thousand feet 


has never been a single season that tht 
vines have not borne frnit, some seasons 
more plentiful than others, and there has 
been no season that they have not ripened 
long before the frost came. From onr few 
vines we have every year more grapes than 
we can use, and frequently are able to givt- 
a great many away. la our climate they 
are n surer crop th'an even currants, and 
to-day I am more certain that I will have n 
crop of grapes this Summer than I am that 
I will have a crop of currants, bat whether 
they can be cultivated profitably for the 
market is a question I cunnot answer." 


Joseph Frey began to experiment with 


grapts in 1867 at Frenktown, but spent 
years on the wrong track. He was a long 
time at work trying to grow the Black 
Hamburg and other vines that will not 
stand a Winter. The Catawba grew well 
but would uot ripen in that soil, which is a 
cold, decomposed granite. He set out 500 
vines but got no result. One day when he 
was trimming the vines B. G. Clow was 
pasling by and took some slips which he 
planted at his place near Steamboat. He 
afterwards reported that they did wsll. 


Several years ago Mr. Frey moved to his 


present home on Indian Flat and brought 
some vines with him. They all grew well, 
bore fruit every season, and last year one 
Oatawba vine yielded over a bushel of fine 
ripe grapes. He is now going into gr»pe 
growing more extensively and has eighty 
Concords, forty Isabella, ten Qlviras and 
many others. He has a vine Irom Ohio 
called "Martyr," which is like the Concord 
bnt sweeter. All Mr. Frey's vines bear. 
He has had no failures either in producing 
or ripening frnit. The vines bloom late in 


laccessful, says bat $50, and the first yield 
pays it.

Richard Ryland, of Reno, said: "I 


pick several large baskets z* ripe grapes 
from a Concord vine at my front gate every 
year and it never fails. 
The flavor of the 


grapes is very fine." 


L, J. Flint, the Sheriff of Washoe county, 


said: "I bad three Oatawba vines that 
bore every year and the fruit never failed 
to ripen. There was a good yield and the 
quality was excellent. My vines were de- 
stroyed by the fire of last May." 


In fact no failure of the vines are re- 


parted, although Mr. George Alt, of Glen- 
dnlo, who farms a very rich piece of bottom 
land on the bank of the river, dag his 
Concord vines up because the fruit wag 
of poor qnality. It ii probable that the 
soil was too strong and damp for it. 


Dr. Hogan proves an exceedingly inter- 


esting witness: He said: "Fifteen years 
ago last Fall I set out twenty one-year-old 
vines in my garden of the old Concord 
variety. Of these there are now fifteen 
living. I have never takoa any precau- 
tions to shield them from the storms and 
frosts of Winter, although it might be well 
to do so. For the past twelve years tbeia 


June and thou go right along until the frnit 
is ripe. The worst enemy he finds is the 
wild birds. Last year a Zinfandel bore at 
three years old and the fruit ripened. It 
could not be depended upon however and 
if the two previous Winters had not been 
very light it would have borne nothing. A 
Black Hamburg also had two or three 
bunches and a fig tret) bore some frnit. 
Mr. Frey's experiments simply prove what 
all can see who look into the matter, that 
excellent crops of Concords, Catawbaa and 
similar grapes can be growu any where in 
Nevada below the 5,000-foot line, but that 
the stool grapes of California cannot. 


The following note is from an experi- 


enced man, who says: 


"A soil and climate so favorable to tbe 


growth of nearly every variety of vegeta- 
ble, of the apple, pear, plnm and smaller 
fruits would hardly disappoint the man 
who makes intelligent effort in the direc- 
tion of grapa growing. 
If the circulars 


which the Nevada State Board of Trada are 
sending forth shall awaken an interest in 
this latter and kindred branehts of indus- 
try among our people and Itad them even 
to tentative effort, they will have accom- 
plished great good. In the early fifties 
Cahfornians had no conception of the pos- 
sibilities of California soil. 
For aught 


that now appears to the contrary, Nevadans 
are resting in the same blissful ignorance 
with reference to the agricultural capabili- 
ties of Nevada's virgin acres. • The rural 
portion of her population has tun in one 
groove until habit has neaily smolbered 
enterprise. The great need now ii, some 
agency that will lift them out of that 
groove and point them to higher, or at 
least to more varied pursuits. It may be 
that we have that agency ia tbe recently 
organizsd State Board of Trade.

writer: "I have found out to a certainty 
that the grape of this region is the Conocrd. 
It is the best for seasons as they come and 
go. It stands shipping, quite a number of 
carloads having been shipped from Cleve- 
land to Oregon during the past season. 
It 


is the best for market and makes a good 
wine. They say the Catawba makes better 
wiae bat ripens so unevenly as to be un- 
satisfactory. 


"The verities found here are: Concord, 


a large purple; Delaware, smaller, light- 
colored, thick-skinned, sweet, table grape. 
Catawba, 
Clinton, Niagara, 
Brighton, 


Pooklington, very good, early, but not a 
standard, more of a door-yard fancy grape. 
Besides these there is a large number of va- 
rieties which every grape grower knows of 
but none have been raised sucoessfully. 
Everybody says Concords are the molt 
profitable, by far, especially in a place 
where it requires a hardy plant, 
They are 


among the best for immediate use, being 
fine flavored, they ship better than any 
other and keep longer in condition for use. 


"The best wine grape is the Catawba, by 


far. They ripen here once in five years. 
Stand the Winter all right but do not have 
a long enough season. When we have a 
late Fall they are a success. Not many ore 
raised here on that account. 


"Vines begin to bear at second year. 


Third year they yield about two-thirds and 
on the fourth a full crop. The yield of a 
well-regulated vineyard runs between one 
to five tons to the acre, depending on the 


Nevada conditions of climate and soil, snoh 
as are not found in any other locality where 
grapes have been grown. These conditions 
are so varied, too, in different parts of the 
State, thai results obtained 
elsewhere 


under any one set of conditions cannot be 
made to apply to any large consecutive 
area in onr State. When, therefore, we 
find a variety that may be successfully and 
profitably grown in one locality, we must 
not too hastily conclude that is the grape 
for Nevada. I have little doubt that there 
are within our borders localities in which 
many of our native grapes, and perhaps 
others, may be profitably cultivated. 


"The following are the varieties with 


which I am best acquainted: The Concord 
j3 most generally cultivated in my native 
State—Ohio, Perhaps a greater area is 
devoted to the culture of this variety than 
to all other variaties taken together. 
It is 


a black grape, with medium to large berries 
in large clusters. It is a very vigorous 
grower and is very hardy. It is of pure 
V. labrusca blood, and is not subject to 
anthrax; or mildew and resists the attacks 
of Phyloxera; bat is subject to rot. It 
roots easily from cuttings. 
The skin is 


rather tender and it is bnt a moderate ship- 
ping grape. It is a good table grape, bnt 
not of first quality. An indifferent red 
wine is made from it. Its hardiness, free- 
dom from disease and great productiveness 
have given it the name of 'the grape for the 
million.' It originated with John Ball, in 
Massachusetts. The berries have two or 
three seeds of medium size. 


"The Catawba is a dark red grape sup- 


posed to have a cross of one-quarter vinifera 
and three-quarters labrusca in it. It origi- 
nated in North Carolina, bat gained its 
first great popularity from its extensive 
culture upon the hillsides about Cincinnati, 
Ohio, and the "fine quality of wine made 
from it. It is hardy and a vigorous grower 
and roots well from cuttings; but it rots 
severely and is somewhat subject to anthrax 
and mildew, and resists the Phylloxera only 
fairly well. The cluster and berry are of 
medium nize, the skin firm,, pulp tough, 
containing one to three medium sized seeds. 
It is a fine table grape, a good keeper and 
shipper, and is the most extensively grown 
in Obio for fine wine of any variety. 


' The Delaware is a bright red grape 


with small berries and small clusters. It 
originated in New Jersey, bat was named, 
propagated and disseminated from Dela- 
ware, 0. It is hardy, with growth bnt 
mediam, and root* poorly from cuttings. 
It is not sabject to anthrax or rot; is little 
affected with mildew and resists Phylloxera 
fairly well. It has a thin skin, but firm, 
little palp, CDS to three seeds, makes a 
good white wine and is of the very best 
quality for table use. It ia a early, a fairly 
good shipper. Does best on a rich soil 
with good cultivation. 


"Trie Lady is the earliest of the older good 


white grapes. 
It originated in Ohio, and 


is of labrusea parentage. It roots easily 
from cuttings, is hardy, but of weak growth. 
It is early, the berries medium to large and 
cluster of medium size, The skin is white, 
tender, and pulp tender. Table qnality 
the best, and makes a good white wine, 
though but little grown as a wine grape. 
It is not affected with anthrax or mildew, 
and resists the Phylloxera, as do nearly all 
varieties of labrusca parentage. It ia some- 
what subject to rot. 


' 'Ires is a black grape with large berry and 


large, compact, ahonldertd bunch. Skin 
firm and pulp hard. Vine vigorous and 
hardy, free from milldew and rot; but poor 
quality for table use, bnt one of the best 
red wine grapes and grown quite largely 
for this purpose. 


"Another poor table grape, bnt grown 


quite extensively for red wine is Norton's 
Virginia. This originated in Virginia and 
is supposed to have tbrae native species— 
aeshvalis, cinerea and Idbrusca—for parent- 
age. It roots poorly from cuttings, ia very 
vigorous and hardy. It is not affected by 
rot, mildew or anthrax, and resists the at- 
tacks of Phylloxera. The berry is of 
medium size and the cluster small. 
It 


ripens very late. It h(.s a firm pulp in a 
thin, firm, black skin. Fairly good ship- 
per. Makes tbe best of claret. 


"The Brighton is growing in popularity, 


It roots easily from cuttings, is a very vig- 
orous grower and ia hardy. But it ia a 
little subject to anthrax and mildew, rots 
badly and resists Phylloxera but fairly 
well. It is early, the palp tender in a 
thin, firm red skin. It is a very fine table 
grape and will make a white wine. 


One of tbe most ahowy of the white

The price for Concords 


is from three to five cents per pound, for 
others higher. 


"The land best adapted to their culture 


is hilly, dry and poor. One man says, 'so 
poor it won't raise weeds.' The fame, a 
very suooessfol grower, Bays never fertilize 
at all, some others say bone dust ia very 
good. The largest vineyards here are on 
soil that don't seem fit for anything bnt 
brick. Tbe land is prepared as for corn or 
potatoes and the .vines planted eight feet 
apait, each way. 


"Authorities differ as to the cost of pre- 


paring soil and caring for vines to matur- 
ity. They rrnge from $50 to $200. 
The

I will mention several of the newer 


grapes, not so generally known, but giving 
good satisfaction in many localities. Prom- 
inent among these ia Woodruff Red, one 
of the very largest, hardy, productive red 
grapei. It if of labrusca parentage, and 
originated in -Michigan, and has done well 
there as in .Ohio. Quality for table good. 
Said to be a good shipper and keeper. 


"The Witt is one of the neweit of the 


Ohio grapes, bat one with which I am well 
acquainted. It appears to be a tabrwsca, 
probably a seedling of Concord, bat this is 
not definitely known. It is an early, green- 
ish-white grape with white bloom. Pulp 
tender, seeds few, skin thin. 
Berries 


medium to large, clusters medium. Flavor 
rich and uprightly, of best fable quality. 
Hardy and productive. 


"There are two other new white grapei 


that should be mentioned. They are Em- 
pire State and Niagara. The former is a 
tender-flashed, juicy, fine flavored variety, 
with a thin skin, but a good shipper and 
keeper. It has a vigorous growth, is hardy 
and free from mildew and rot. It promises 
to be a good grape for general culture. The 
Niagara ia vigorous, productive, and a good 
long-keeper, and under favorable condi- 
tions ia of fine quality, ripening about with 
Concord. A good market grape. 


The time of fruiting varies somewhat 


with the vflriety, bat greater variation is 
caused by tbe character of the soil, health- 
fulness of the plant and treatment received. 
Good plants, set when one year old, will 
produce some fruit the third season, aa ft 
rule; but it is better to remove this as 
soon aa it sets and wait until the fourth 
year, when a good crop can be obtained 
from most varieties, if they have received 
proper treatment. The average yield is 
about a ton to \% tons per acre. 
Very 


much larger yields are obtained by many 
of the most successful growers. The prioe 
received varies with tbo variety, quality, 
nearness to market, use to which it is to be 
put and scarcity. The general crop sells for 
wine-making at 2% to 3 cents per pound1 


Good tabla grapes command in large 
markets fiom 5 to 12 cents at wholesale. 


"Any good land, well drained and not 


having a northern or western exposure is 
suited to grape culture. A heavy clay or 
muck land is unsuitecJ to grapes, without 
under-draining or expensive preparations. 
Ground moderately loose and friable, with 
a southern or eastern exposure is best. 
Good, new land should not require a 
fertilizer of any kind. 
Bat it is thought 


by some to be an advantage to mix with 
the soil about the roots in p'anting, a quart 
or so per plant of flue meal or guano. Soil 
not rich enough for grape culture is im- 
proved by well-rotted stable manure, when 
it can be obtained, by guano, ground bone 
and by superphosphate, What should ba 
applied will depend upon the character of 
the soil. 


"To prepare the soil for a vineyard will 


cost from one to three times as much as 
to prepare the same for a hoed crop. The 
cost of planting and caring for the vines 
until the first crop is matured, is compara- 
tively small.

In a recent Utter Mr. E. Gest, Manager 


of the Nevada-California-Oregon road, who 
has had a great deal of experience as a 
grape and wine grower, says: "About 1815 
I had a vineyard of Catawba grapes about 
nine miles northeast of Cincinnati, upon 
hill land, clay, lime stone soil. It was on 
an old worn out farm. The particular 
place selected was a ridge or knoll facing 
south, well drained and exposed to both 
east, midday and west sun. Its area was 
about three acres, all of which was exoa. 
vated to a depth of eighteen inches, the 
soil turned upside down. This was the 
way all our grape lands were prepared. 
The vines (roots) were planted in rows, one 
way six feet apart the other four, (tbe 
special piece of ground was so thoroughly 
worn out that nothing grew on it) first 
heavily manuring. The third year I got 
two barrels of very fins wine, totally differ- 
ent from that usually produced in that sec- 
tion of the country from Catawbas. It bad 
more body, in taste more like Maderia; the 
fourth year was aa unusually dry season 
and I got five barrels of wine only—like- 
wise exceptional bnt lighter and more like 
sherry. For want of time I did not pursue 
tbe work further. 
Vinei will not produce 


alike in different localities even on the 
same tract of land—a few rods changing 
tbe character of the juice for wine purpose. 
Again a particular grape that is a success in 
one place is a"failure other places. There 
is no trouble about getting grapes to pro- 


matter how good they may have been from 
whence brought—here, there and every- 
where, as has been done in California. 
It 


will take twenty years of close observation 
by a host of different experimenters, lo- 
cated wide apart to determine the fruits to 
be planted that will be successful.

Evan without favorable prospects it will 


not do (or the Board to recommend that 
onr landowners drop everything else and 
go into gropes, but it will be both sensible 
and safe for everyone who can pat in a few- 
dozen or a few acres ol vines to do so. In 
order to make them ot any value, however, 
they must be given proper attention. 
To 


expect them to turn oat good (rait when 
left to choke up with weeds or grass 
is to fail. The soil mast be treated properly, 
the fruit carefully handled and nicely 
peeked, if it is to go to market. In this 
way only can we compete with other sec- 
tions even in oar own home market, which 
will absorb at high prices, freight added, 
all that can be raised for some time to 
come. When the crop begins to overflow 
into the vast market east and north there 
will be a demand equal to the oocasion. 


When experiments in wine making begin 


it is easy to imagine that with oar peculi- 
arities of soil and climate some migio ray 
may touch the vintage which will make it 
rich and rare. No one can tell what possi- 
bilities lie within their reach, and it is to 
be hoped that this nnworked mine may 
soon be prospected.
